Remedies and the dynamite gnn, direct- 
ed by Mr. Fredericks, took up their posi- 
tion around tnt town during: the same 
night. 


At 2 o'clock on the morning of the 28th 


work was commenced by building- a 
breastwork to protect the gun, which 
was completed and the gun placed in 
position about 600 yards from the forta 
before dawn. The garrison and inhabi- 
tants awoke to find themselves cut ofi 
from all communication, except by the 
heliograph tower, situated on the sum- 
mit of a high hill to the south of the 
town. 


The town is defended by 14 forts, gar- 


risoned by about 260 Spanish regulars, 
under Captain Escobar. The majority 
or the 
Inhabitants, numbering in all 


about 2000, are families of Cubans, who 
are at present with the insurgents. Two 
sisters and a niece of the late Cuban 
general. Berafln Sanchez, are also re- 
siding there with their families. 


Before commencing the bombardment, 


General Carrillo sent a note !o the may- 
or, advising him that he was about to 
ojien fire with the dynamite gun. Ac- 
cordinc to the rules or civilized war- 
fare, he also sent a permit for all the 
non-combatants, men, women and chil- 
dren, to be allowed a safe passage from 
the besieged town. 


After waiting until 9 o'clock a. ni. of 


the 28th, and not seeing; any disposition 
on the part of the Spanish commander 
to 
answer 
the 
note, he ordered Iv[r. 


Fredericks to fire a. bomb as a warning. 
Tho projectile fell near one of the forts, 
without causing any material damage. 
After 
this 
another note was sent tc 


Captain Escobar, asking, in the name ol 
humanity, that the women and children 
should be allowed to leave the town 
But this officer, hoping that by refus- 
ing 
this humane request the Cubans 


would desist in the bombardment, abso- 
lutely prohibited the exit of non-com- 
batants from the town. 
His answer to 


the note was that, he would not allow 
a soul to leave the place, and that the 
Cubans could commence the bombard-1 
ment when they pleased: and, if he was j 
to die, everybody must share the same ] 
fate. 


This attitude on his part might be con- 


sidered 
heroic 
If all the inhabitants 


shared the same opinion,, but the ma- 
jority of them have pleaded In vai:i to be 
allowed to be placed outside the lines. 


The Spanish authorities will attempt 


to deny this attempt, and, to counteract 
any such movement, I have the original 
documents that passed between General 
C'arrillo 
and 
hla 
chief touching tills 


point. They are both signed and au- 
thorized by General Gomez to be pub- 
lished. 


General Gomez is greatly incensed at 


the conduct of the Spanish commander, 
and, although he has not said anything 
that would lead me to form this conclu- 
sion, yet; from the stern faces of himself 
and his staff, I. firmly believe that if they 
take Escobar prisoner his body will hang 
from ao:ne guasama tree. Although a 
Spanish officer, Escobar is a Cuban by 
birth, and this fact will go hard against 
him If he should fa.ll into the hands of 
the 
Insurgents. 
In due justice to the 


Spaniards, it must be said that on simi- 
lar occasions they have never refused 
to 
allow the exit of non-combatant! 


from besieged towns. 


The second day of the siege General 


Gomez, accompanied by the members of 
the 
government and all the cavalry, 


numbering in all about 1500 men, made a 
hostile 
demonstration 
by 
marching 


around the outside of the town. 


The 
garrison, 
expecting an assault, 


opGned a rapid flre, which was contested 
by the Cuban Infantry stationed in a 
•mall brook. This .movement of Gomez 
-was, no doubt, intended to. impress the 
garrison with his strength, and to influ- 
ence them to surrender, but no apparent 
result was achieved. 


On the morning of the 30th the first 


bomb exploded, and destroyed anothei 
fort. The second bomb exploded in the 
middle of the town, and a number of in- 
nocent lives must have been sacrificed 
to the Spanish commander's barbarity. 


The families have been compelled to 


take refuge in the church and the edifice 
adjoining 
the hospital, as. these tivo 


bnlldlnga are the strongest in the tou;i. 
and, consequently, the ones the Cubans 
have the greatest interest in destroying, 
but they are compelled to desist: from 
flring-, *earir.g to cause the death of so 
many Innocent people. From personal 
observation 1 am convinced that, if the 
Cubans had a clfar field, the town would 
•oo-n fall Into their hands.

Tho Xcir Departure of Victoria aj to the 


Ijrtrfi AGTectJnc Labor. 


The British colony of Victoria is now 


in possession of one of the most drastic- 
factories acts in the -world. For some 
two years New Zealand easily held tho 
field -\vitli its elaborate act of 1894, 
passed into law through the exertions of 
Mr. \V. P. Reeves, the present ageut 
general. 
Now, however, Victoria, haa 


forged right ahead with, an act which 
not only embraces almost all the New 
Zealand points, but actually establishes 
for the first time in history a legally en- 
forceable minimum wage. 
i j 


The three points of his gospel, con- 


stantly proclaimed from the trades hall, 
are protection, the eight hours day and 
tlic. minimum wage, and if protection 
has the result above indicated hie rem- 
edy i= to make the minimum wage en- 
forceable by law. As was remarked to 
the writer by one of the most eminent 
of Australian statesmen, itr. Deakin: 
"The 
state by its tariffs creates these 


industries; the state has u light to pre- 
scribe the conditioua under -which thej 
maybe carried on. If it- makes its 
mem- 


bers pay a higher price for certain 
com- 


modities, it must take effective steps to 
see that some share of the money shall 
go into the pockets of the men who 
make them and that the whole of it 
shall not be appropriated by those who 
eiplou their labor." 


Such being the main principle of the 


new act—which came iifto operation on 
Oct. 1—let us, leaving aside for the mo- 
ment its other provision-:, rum at once 
to those dealing with the "minimum 
wage." In the firs;; place, it is provid- 
ed by clause 16: 


No person whomsoever, unless in re- 


ceipt of a weekly wage of at least 2s. 
6d., shall bs employed in any factory 01 
workroom. 


This, of course, is the thin edge of tho 


wedge, and all that can be said about 
it at present is that the end is very thin 
indeed. 
"When, however, we come to 


particular trades, the proposals become 
more interesting and effective, and 
per- 


haps tie best plan will be to set out the 
material parts -verbatim: 


Sec. 
15.—1. In order to determine 


the lowest price or rate which may be 
paid to any person for wholly or partial- 
ly preparing or manufacturing, either 
inside or outside a factory or workroom, 
any particular articles of clothing 01 
wearing apparel or furniture, or foi 
breadmaking or baking, the governor

respect- to which any special board is 
appointed, every such special board shall 
determine tho lowest; price or rate oi 
payment payable to any person foi 
•wholly or pnrtly preparing or manufac- 
turing any such articles specified by such 
special hoard. * * * 


5. Suoh price or rate of payment shall 


in the case of work to be done outside a 
factory or workroom be fixed at piece- 
work price or rate only, but in the cast 
of work done -within any factory oi 
workroom it may be fixed at a piecework 
price or rate, or a wages price or rate 01 
both, as the special board thinks fit; 
provided that the board shall, on re- 
quest of any occupier of a-factory oi 
workroom, fix a wages rate for any 
work done by persons operating at a ma- 
chine used in such, factory or workroom. 


1. Every special board shall also de- 


termine the number, or proportionate 
number, of apprentices and improver; 
tinder the age of 18 years who may be 
employed' within nny factory or work- 
room and C*e lowest price or rate of pay 
payable to such apprentices or improvers.

und pave its streets at great expense, and 
keep them in repair by taxing the people, 
and then to grant the use of a portion of 
these same streets to a private corpora- 
tion, whloh forthivlth|prooeeflB to lay down 
rails or gas and water mains and make 
big dividends out of the people.

He Takes Hlsli Ground In Sniijiortlng H 


»nd Tells How to Out It. 


Engeue V. Debs has come out strong- 


ly for nil eight hour day. 
He saj-s: "All 


over this broad land there is a demand 
for ail eight hour work day. The theory 
is that a duy of i!4 hours should bo di- 
vided into three equal parts—eight 
hours for work, eight hours for sleep 
and eight hours for recreation. 


"The 
demand for the eight hour 
day, 


whether discussed from a physical, edu- 
cational, moral or economic staudpoiut, 
is defensible upon principles which all 
thoughtful meu will approve. If it ia 
desirable that the people should not d«- 
geuerato toward dwarl'.slmes*, to lilli- 
pntiuii stature, then, pbysicul conditions 
should excitu public concern, and it will 
not be denied that excessive hours of 
toil, cspeoinlly in youth, sap tbo foun- 
dation of physical development and iu 
riper years exhaust physical energies to 
a degree which, an ecieuee demonstrates, 
is a national calamity. 


"If ignorance is the prolific parent oC 


crime, us ig universally conceded, chuu 
there should be ample timo iiffordcd 
workingmen for self education, time to 
read, to think, to 'meditate, and thus 
develop intellectual power. 


"It is held that the intellect of tho 


people is the. most valuable portion of 
the state. Iiiprcof of this it is held that 
a scare, however boundless it.s^esourcea 
in mineral, forests, laies iind'rivers, ia 
poor indeed i[ tho people are so igno- 
rant as to be unable to utilize such stores 
of wealth for their comfort, and since it 
is the muscle and skill of labor that de- 
velop such natural resources the first 
care should be to reduce the hours oi 
work that more tiilnji for' educational 
purposes maybe scoured, and as the 
eight hoar day is advocated upon this 
line, as well as upon other lines of sci- 
entific thought, the demand for a short- 
er work day becomes rnoro and more u 
national necessity.

The public, It seems to us, does not sus- 


pect the Insidious, unseen and deathly 
agency at work. There is reason to believe 
that It is electrolysis or the eating away of 
gas pipes by the action of electric currents 
of hiph potentiality which makes tho pipes 
their medium of return to tho power 
station from every cav and motor in op- 
eration within the city limits.

the Clayton-Bulwer . resolution 
was 


taken up. As it Involved questions of 
executive business, the senate went in- 
to executive session. At 4 o'clock the 
open session- was resumed, and some 
progress made on the bankruptcy "bill. 
A number of bills on the calendar were 
passed, Iricludlrig that 'making a park 
out of the reclaimed Potomac Hats, to 
be known as Potomac park. The pen- 
sion calendar was cleared by the pas- 
sage of 24 bllla. 


The arbitration treaty was riofpressed 


In the executive session. It may not be' 
called up again until Thursday. Sen- 
ator Sherman said that he would press 
the treaty agalnet all other legislation 
except appropriation bills. He did not 
Intend to have It stand in the way. 
of appropriation bills. /Mr. Sherman 
will not niake a motion to postpone the 
treaty, but U is understood that such a 
motion vv-ill be made. 


It Is thought by many senators that 


the motion will prevail. Those who are. 
opposed to the treaty will, of course, vote 
for postponement, wliile a "number of. 
senators who desire to eo on with other 
business, together with those who want 
more consideration for the. treaty, will 
vote the same way. It Is the desire of 
Senator Sherman to have a vote, as he 
does.not Teel that he should consent to 
put the treaty over without testing the 
£ense of the senate. No one now be- 
lieves that there is any hope of a direct 
vote on 'the treaty at this session. 


The early part of the executive ses- 


sion was occupied by Sf nator Morgan, 
who talked in support of his resolution 
to abrogate the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 
There is but little'prospect of a vote on 
this resolution at this session. 


Nearly all the afternoon was con- 


sumed in a discussion of the nomination 
of Herii-y F. Davis to be district attor- 
ney for the District of Columbia. Oppo- 
sition has developed to this nomination 
on account of the position Davis took 
during-the last campaign. He opposed 
Bryan very vigorously, and "some of the 
silver men are fighting h!s confirmation. 
Among those wbo spoke against Tilm 
yesterday were Senators Ptigh and Gor- 
man. 
While the latter was talking. 


Senator Hill interjected a query as to 
whether Davis did' not support Gorman 
when he was making- the fight of his life 
for Hurst for-governor of Maryland. The 
Maryland senator assented to this. Sen- 
ator Pugh sold that he had heard things 
against Davis which would prevent him 
from voting- for him. Some charges 
were made which Senators Vilas arid 
Hill denied, and'which caused Senator 
Vilas to move a recommittal, In order 
to have them investigated at once. Sen- 
ator Vllas made the motion, which was 
agreed to without division. 


The coup arranged by the house lead- 


ers for the passage of the sundry civil 
appropriation bill, under suspension of 
the rules, was a complete "success, and 
this big appropriation bill, carrying 1(50,- 
6-H.7J3, was passed without opportunity 
for amendment, just as it came from the 
committee. The main opposition was 
directed against the river and liarbor 
items in the.bill. The house made the 
b'est of the fact that It was suspension 
day, and quite a number of bills were 
passed of more 'or less Importance, 
among them the senate bill appropriat- 
i-p-r $250,000 for closing the crevasse at 
Pass A 1'Outre on the Mississippi, to 
equip the National Guard with uniform 
Springfield rifles, 45 calibre, and the sen- 
ate resolution to authorize rhe secretary 
of the navy to transport the contribu- 
tions of the Pacific coast states to the 
famine sufferers of India. The report 
in the contested election case of B'enoit 
vs. Bpa.tn.er, from Louisiana, confirm- 
ing the litter's title to his heat, was \ 
unanimously adopted. The conference 
report on the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation was adopttjft, and the ag- 
ricultural biil was sent to conference. 
Owing to the brief time of this session 
yet remaining, night sessions were given, 
beginning last night, for the considera- 
tion of private pension bills, of which 
many hundreds still remain on the cal- 
endar.

Editor Danlop Mlut Serve Sentence For 


Publishing Oljsceue Advertising. 


Washington, Feb. 16.—The supreme 


court has decided the case .of Joseph 
R. Dunlop, publisher of the Chicago 
Dispatch, charged with sending obscene 
matter-through the mails. The verdict 
o* the district court, which was against 
Dunlop, and carried "With it a sentence 
of two years' imprisonment, was affirm- 
ed.

The court decided all 
the excep- 


tions to th'e rulings of tne'dlstrlct court 
against Dunlop. Referring to one of 
these, adjuring the jury to the "exercise 
of common 
sense, 
the 
court said: 


"Their sound common sense brought to 
bear u'pon'th'e consideration of testimony 
and In obedience to rules laid down by 
'the court IB the most valuable feature 
O- the jury system, "and has done more 
to preserve Us popularity than any 
apprehension that a. bench of judges 
will wilfully misuse their power." 


Referring to another exception Judge 


Ei'own said: 
"It Is not the charge'giyen by the court 


that was too broad, but the construc- 
tion put upon It by counsel. The alleged 
obscene and indecent matter consisted 
of advertisements by wornen soliciting 
or offering inducements for the visits 
of ineri to their rooms, sometimes under 
the guise of "baths and massage" and 
often for the 
mere 
purpose of ac- 


-qnaintance. 
It was In this connection 


that the court charged the jury, that 
if ihe publications were such as were 
calculated to 'deprave the morals, the-y 
were within the statutes. There could 
have been no possible misapprehension 
on their part as to what was meant.' " 


Summing-up, the court said: 
"Upon a careful consideration of the 


record In this case we are of the opinion 
that there was no error of which the dc- 
fer.aant was Justly entitled to complain."

IIlH Hoiujsty. 


Editor Sun:—As there has been some 


reference to the services of Constable 
McManus. I wish.to state the following 
facts hi which his good offices have aided 
destitute families: 


One of tho first cases that he has 


helped is the Radigan family, who lived 
on Linden street, where he found them in 
the moyt destitute circumstances with no 
water in thf: house for three months and 
th/j boy laid in bed with typhoid fever, 
and he callod the board of health's atten- 
tion and had him removed to St. John's 
hofinital. lie "ound a tenement for th^m at 
the time and paid two v.-'^ks rent for 
them in advnncr; and set them on their 
fuot once more. Tho noxt case "ras the 
Ronrke family where he found them llv- 
iiiff in a cellar with father and mother 
drunk and one of the children in bed dy- 
ing with hunger. The next case was the 
Shingle family on Coburn street, whcro 
lie refused to e^ect them after finding OUL 
the circumstances that they were in. 
The mother and live children were with- 
out food in the house and one child dying 
which afterwards died. 


He was the m-^ana of obtaining medi- 


cine and food and also fifty dollars, and 
lie saw thut she reaohed her husband 
who had found u-job in Connecticut. The 
next case was tho Martin family, who 
came here with three small children and 
15 cents in their pockets to see friends, 
but could not find them. He got clothes 
and money for them and paid for a night's 
lodging for them so that they could get to 
Suucook. y. H. He also bought their 
tickets and saw them off on the train. 
And only layt night his attention was 
called to a family on Jefferson struct 
where the mother who, being drunk, sold 
every bit of furniture in the house for $4 
and left her four children in the house 
without a chair to sit on or a bed to lie 
on, he saw that the children were taken 
care of and notified the police olflcur on 
the beat of the condition that the mother 
was in. 


These are only a few out of many cases 


too numerous to mention which he has as- 
sisted.

morning publishes the following, dated 
Jan. 30, from Its special correspondent, 
George Bronson Rea, at the headquar- 
ters of General Ciomez, Arroyo Blanco, 
Cuba: 


Gomez Is besieging the town of Ar- 


royo Blanco, situated between Sanctl 
Splrltus and Seluo fie Vola- On the af- 
ternoon of Jan. 27 Gomez decided to lay 
siege to the place. The active work was 
confided to General Francisco Carrillo, 
who, 
with the 
Infantry regiment oi 


rtemedlos.and tlie dynamite gun, direct- 
ed by Mr. Fredericks, took up their posi- 
tion around tne town during the same 
night. 


At 2 o'clock on the morning of the 28th 


work was commenced by building a 
breastwork to protect the gun, which 
was completed and the gun placed In 
position about 600 yards from the forts 
before dawn. The garrison and Inhabi- 
tants awoke to flnd themselves cut off 
from all communication, except by the 
heliograph tower, situated on the sum- 
mit oi a high hill to the south of tha 
town. 


The town IB defended by 14 forts, gar- 


risoned by about 250 Spanish regulars, 
under Captain Escobar. The majority 
ot the 
Inhab-i^nl*." numbering In all 


about 2000, are families of Cubans, vrhc 
are Eft present wiiii the insurgents. Two 
sisters and a niece of the late Cuban 
general, .Seraflu Sanchez, are also re- 
siding there with their families. 


Before commencing the bombardment, 


General Carrillo sent a note to the may- 
or, advising him that he v/as about to 
open" fire with the dynamite gun. Ac- 
cording to the rules of civilized war- 
fare, he- also sent a permit for all the 
non-combatants, men, women and chil- 
dren, to be allowed a safe passage from 
th« besiegod town. 


After "waiting until 9 o'clock a. m. of 


the 2Sth, and not seeing any disposition 
on the part of the Spanish commander 
to 
answer the note, h.9 ordered Mr. 


Fredirloks to fire a. bomb as a warning. 
The projectile fell near one of the forts, 
•without causing any material damage. 
After 
this another note v,-as yent to 


Captain Escobar, asking, in the name oC 
humanity, that the women and children 
should be allowed to leave the town 
But this officer, hoping that by refus- 
ing this humane request the Cubans 
would desist in the bombardment, abso- 
lutely prohibited the exit of non-com- 
batants from the town. .His answer ta 
the note was that he would not allow 
a soul to iGave tlib place, and that the 
Cubans could commence the bombard- 
ment when they pleased; and, If he was 
to die, everybody must shore the same- 
fate. 


This attitude on his part might be con- 


sidered 
heroic If all the inhabitants 


shared the same opinion, but the ma- 
jority of them have pleaded In vain to Lc 
allowed to be plac:ed outside the lines. 


The Spanish authorities will attempt 


to dony this attempt, a,nd, to counteract 
any such movement, I have the original 
documents that passed between General! 
Carrillo and ols chief touching thie 
point. They are both signed and au- 
thorized by General .Gomez to be pub- 
lished. 


General Gomez Is greatly Incensed at 


the conduct oi the Spanish commander, 
and, although he has not said anything 
that would lead me to form this conclu- 
sion, yet. from the stem faces of himself 
and his staff, I firmly believe that li they 
take Escobar prisoner his body will hang 
from some guasama tree.. Although a 
Spanish officer. Escobar Is a Cuban by 
birth, and this'fact will go hard against 
him If he should fall Into tho hands of 
the insurgents. 
In due Justice to the 


Spaniards, it must be said that on simi- 
lar occasions they have never refused 
to allow the exit of non-combatant? 
from besieged towns. 


The second day of the siege General 


i Gomez, accompanied by the members of 


the 
government and all the cavalry, 


numbering In all about 1500 men, made a 
hostile 
demonstration 
by 
marchlne 


around the outside of the town. 


The garrison, expecting an assault, 


ouoned a rapid lire, which was contested 
by the Cuban Infantry stationed in a 
small brook. This movement of Gomez 
was, no doubt, intended to-Impress tha 
garrison .with his strength, and to influ- 
ence them to surrender, but no apparenl 
result-was achieved. • 


On the morning of the 30th the first 


bomb exploded, and destroyed anothei 
fort. The second bomb exploded In ths 
middle of the town, and a number of iu- 
nocent lives must have been sacrificed 
to the Spanish commander's barbarity. 


The families have been compelled to 


take refuge In the church and the edifice- 
adjoining the hospital, as these t,vo 
buildings are the strongest In the town, 
and, consequently, the ones the Cuban; 
have the greatest interest in destroying, 
but'thiiy^are compelled to desist froro 
firing, fearing to cause the death of se 
many Innocent people. From personal 
observation 1 am convinced that. If tha 
Cubane had a clear field, the town woul^ 
Boon fall Into their hands.

Important Matters—George ot Haverhl.l 
Ac?lii£t l.alior. 
Boston, Feb. 16.—There -was a lull In 


the rush of business at the state house 
yesterday, lor the only hearing of gen- 
eral interest was that 'on the Greater 
Boston scheme of government 
by a 


county council, reported by the metro- 
politan district commission, which was 
H.tiended by numerous well-known bunl- 
neFS men. Among the committee re- 
ports were those against the" establish- 
ment of a standard barrel, against the 
restriction of prison/,rnade goods from 
being offered for sale," and against the 
petition of the city of Newton for authcr- 
•ity to manufacture its otl'n gas. 


By a. vote of 7 to 4. the committee on 


election laws voted to report against the 
riiissage of the so-called Sanderson bill, 
to provide that a single cross on a 
liailot shall count for a complete party 
ticket. 


A message from the governor submit- 


ted a communication from the comp- 
troller ot the currency In regaz'd to pro- 
posed legislation In regard to bank re- 
ports. 


The committee or. metropolitan affairs 


gave a hearing yesterday on the re-1 
pore of the.commission for a metropol- 
itan district for Boston. Commissioner! 
Rice explained the work of the com- j 
mission. In regard to Greater Boston! 
he said the commission had found with-; 
In a radius of 10 miles of Boston, 1,000,- 
090 people and 25 or 30 separate town 
and city governments. It seemed de- 
signed especially for a great metropol- 
itan city, he said. 


The commission found no great or 


general demand for annexation In those 
plrLces, but they recommended a form of 
county government which should sim- 
plify the present complicated systL'm 
and which should take the place of an 
annexation plan. 


They also recommended that all county 


commissions should surrender their 
powers to the county council, of 60 or TO 
members, to be elected by the people. 


Mr. Frederick H, Viaua:.. chairman 


of the committee of the associated board 
of trade, advocated the bill as did S. C. 
Smal'. of Winchester, and A. J. Jloody 
of Lexington. 


There was an extended debate in the 


house on the bill to repeal the act per- 
mitting women and minors to work 
overtime to make up for time lost by the 
stoppage of machinery. The bill was 
rejected, 91 to 102. 


In opposing the bill, Messrs. Clarke of 


"Wellesley and White of Wlnchendon 
contended thp.t the passage of the bill 
would put another burden on 2Mas,sa- 
chusetts' manufacturers, who already 
flr.cl it difficult to compete with manu- 
factories in other states. Mr. Lowell oi 
Boston opposed the bill for similar rea- 
sons. 


Mr. George of Havsrhlll-said that what 


labor now desires is to be let alone. It 
floe^n'L want more legislation; it wants 
more than anything else an opporunity 
to be employed without molestation by 
the legislature.

Tlie Xow Departure of Victoria ae to the 


I.awa AC.~ectin£ Labor. 


The British colony of Victoria is now 


in possession of -one of the most drastic 
factories acts in the world. For somo 
two years New Zealand easily held the 
field with its elaborate act of 1894, 
passed into law throngh the exertions of 
Mr. W. P. Reeves, the present agent 
general. Now, however, Victoria has 
forged right ahead with an act which 
not only embraces almost all tha New 
Zealand points, but actually establishes 
for tho first time in history a legally en- 
forceable minimum wage. 
' 


The three points of his gospel, con- 


stantly proclaimed from, the trades hall, 
are protection, the eiylit hours day and 
the minimnm wage, and if protection 
has tho result above indicated his ram- 
edy is to make the mirjimtim wage en- 
forceable by law. 
As was remarked to 


the writer by one of the most eminent 
of Australian statesmen, Mr. Deakin: 
"The stnte by its tariffs 'creates these 
indnsfcrins; the state has a right to pre- 
scribe the conditions under whioh they 
maybe carried on. If it makes its mem- 
bers pay a higher price for certain com- 
modities, it must take effective steps to 
see that some shnre of the money shall 
go into the pockets of the. men who 
make them and that the whole of it 
shall not be appropriated by those wha 
exploit their labor." 


Snoh being the main principle of tho 


new act—which came iAo operation on 
Oct. 1—let us, leaving aside for the mo- 
ment its other provisions, tarn at once 
to those dealing with the "rniuimnm 
wage." In the first place, it is provid- 
ed by clause 10: 


No person whomsoever, unless in re- 


ceipt of a weekly wage of at least 2s. 
6d., shall be employed iu any factoiy 01 
workroom. 


This, of course, is the thin edge of tha 


wedge, and all that can be said about 
it at present is that the end is very thin 
indeed. 
When, however, we come to 


particular trades, the proposals become 
more interesting and effective, and per- 
haps the best plan will be to set out the 
material parts verbatim: 


Sec. 15.—1. In order to determine 


the lowest price or rate which m ay be 
paid to any person for wholly or partial- 
ly preparing or manufacturing, either 
inside or outside a factory or workroom, 
any particular articles of clothing ci 
wearing apparel, or furniture, or foi 
breadmakiug or baking, the governor 
in council may if he think fit from 
time to time appoint a special board, 
consisting of not lees than four or more 
than ten members, elected as may be 
prescribed, and a chairman. * e * 


2. O£ such members one-half shall be 


appointed as representativee of occu- 
piers of factories 
or workrooms in 


wnicli such articles are prepared oi 
manufactcred antl one-half as repre- 
sentatives of pei-sqns employed in whol- 
ly or partly preparing or manufacturing 
such, articles. » * * 


4. Eo far as regards any articles ill 


respect to which any special beard i= 
appointed, every such special board shall 
determine the lowest price or rate oi 
payment payable to any person 
foi 


wholly or partly preparing or manufac- 
turing any such, articles specified by sue!] 
special board. * * * 


o. Such price or rate of payment shall 


in the case of work to be done outside o 
factory or workroom be fixed at piece- 
work price or rate only, but in the cast 
of work done within any factory oi 
workroom it maybefised at a piecework 
price or rate, or a wages price or rate" oi 
both, as the special board thinks fit; 
provided that the board shall, on re- 
quest of any occupier of a factory oi 
workroom, fli a wages rate for any 
work done by persons operating at a ma- 
chine used in such factory or workroom. 


7. Every special board shall also de- 


termine the iinmber, or proportionate 
number, of apprentices and improvers 
under the age of 18 years who may be 
employed within any factory or work- 
room and fl«c lowest price or rate of pay 
payable to such apprentices or.improvera. 


It is.also provided that a list of these 


minimnm rctes shall be conspicuously 
posted in every factory or. workroom 
and a copy given to every outworker. 
The rates are to remain in force until 
altered by the board. 
A mannfactnrei 


convicted three times of infringing these 
provisions loses his factory license.— 
London Chronicle,

It should be sell evident that the man- 


agement of the affairs of a city should be 
purely a matter ot business, not senti- 
ment or politics. It should be equally 
clear to all that'under our present sys- 
tem of wjLrd caucuses controlled by the 
leaders of. tho two old partioE, -who are 
monopolists, who care only for self Inter- 
est and office, is the very worst method 
we can have. • , 


The greatest inducement to public mis- 


management of city affairs, is the idiotic 
practice.of permitting private corpora- 
tions to enrich tnomselves by controlling 
public utilities. Public control alone will 
remove tho cause of exploiting the public. 


How absurd it is for a city to grade 


and pave its streets at1 great expense, and 
hoep them in repair by taxing the people, 
and then to grant the use of a portion of 
these same streets to a private .corpora- 
tion, which lorthwlthjprodeods to lay down 
rails or gas and water mains and make 
big .'dividends out of the people. • Such 
business conduct is worthy of a Pacific 
slander's brain. 
. Berlin, Germany, Is said to be the best 
governed city-in the world. Its etreota are 
the cleanest, Its pavements the best, yet 
Berlin, by .owning the gas and electric 
lighting plants, water works, city tele- 
phone and even fire Insurance, in fact, all 
public Improvements, makes a. profit every 
year of 6,000,000 marks ($1,260,000) over 
all her expenses. 


In the last election in that city the 


Socialist labor party carried the city by 
30,000 majority. Bnt we do not need to 
go to far off Germany for Illustration of 
municipal ownership and control. 


In the city of Stanton, Va., the electric 


lighting plant Is owned by the city and 
costs 21 dollars per light per year. 


The city of Peorla, 111., pays $145 a 


year .per light when the moon 
don't 


shine, while Bloomington, 111., having no 
better advantages In fuel or other sup- 


i plies, pays $50 per year per. light, and 
1 the lights burn every night, without re- 
gard to the moon. Why this difference? 
Simply, Bloomington .owns its lights. In 
Peoria a private corporation makes prof- 
it. Dunkirk, N. Y., owns itb own electric 
light, and It costs that city S36.60 per. light 


1 per year and they burn every night. 
j 
Wheeling, West Va., has for a number 


of years owned her gas plant. 
She 


flfjures the cost of gas in burner, includ- 
ing leakage, at E9 1-2 cents per 1000 
cubic feet. Tho city furnishes gas at 76 
cents per 1000 feet and makes a clear 
profit of over $40,000.00. Sho has used 
these profits to build and equip an electric 
light plant. 


It may be noticed that a few years ago 


a private company charged the citizens of 
Wheeling, S3,50 per 1000 for gas. 


Municipal ownership of all public, util- 


ities is a necessity. 
They are being 


adopted In other cities and if Lowell 
wishes tii maintain her position, she too 
must adoyt them at an early date. If the 
city of Lowell had today municipal owner- 
ship of her gas and electric lighting 
plants and street railways, she could 
abolish taxation. 


The tax rate is a most important con- 


sideration with manufacturing plants and 
If some rival city can show a tax rate 
one half of that of Lowell, manufacturing 
plants will give Lowell a wide berth. 


Some people will object to the city own- 


ing Its gas plant, etc., because it's social- 
ism you know. Why not object to our 
socialistic fire department, our socialistic 
streets and sidewalks and our socialistic 
postal service. 
Socialism Is the nest 


step in human progress and he who will 
flcht socialism is surely one who knows 
nothing about it.

DEBS ON EIGHT HOPS DAY. 


H« Taken HlE]i Ground In Supporting Ik 


Bud TuUs How to Get It. 


Eugene V. Debs has come out streiig- 


ly for ail eight hour day. He suys: "All 
over this brand laud there is a demand 
for un eight hour work cluy. The theoiy 
is that a day of '24 hours should bu di- 
vided into three equal parts—eight 
hours for work, • eight hotu'a for sleep 
and eight hours for recreation. 


"Tha demaud for tho eight hour day, 


whether discussed from a physical, edu- 
cational, moral or economic standpoint, 
is defensible upon principles -which all 
thoughtful men will approve. 
If it is 


desirable that the people should not do- 
generate toward dwarfishuess, to lilli- 
pution stature, then physical condition* 
should excits public concern, and it will 
not ho denied that eicessivo hours of 
toil, especially in youth, "sap the foun- 
dation of physical development and in 
riper years exhaust physical energies to 
a degree which, as science demonstrates, 
is a national calamity. 


"If ignorance ie the prolific parent ot 


crime, as is universally conceded, then 
there should be ample tima afforded 
workizigmen for self education, time to 
read, to think, to. meditate, and thus 
develop intellectual power. 


"It is held that the intellect of the 


people 'is tho . most valuable portion oi 
tho state. In proof of this'it is held that 
a state, however boundless ita^csources 
in mineral, forests, lakes and'rivers, ia 
poor indeed if the people are so igno- 
rant as to be tumble to utilize such stores 
of wealth for their comfort; and since if 
is the muscle and skill of labor that de- 
velop such natural resources tho first 
caro should be to reduce the hours ol 
work that more time for educational 
purposes may bo secured, and as the 
eight hour day is advocated upon this 
line, us well as upon, other lines of sci- 
entific thought, the demand for a short- 
er work day becomes more and more a 
national necessity. 


"In the severities of logic, based upon 


physical, economic, educational and 
moral axioms, tho inauguration of a 
universal, eight hour' day would bo a 
victory for humanity. ' If all tha people 
could have work and all the work could 
be dona in eight hours a day, hnmanity 
would at once realize that a new and

"I lissome that m any oity of thii 


great republic the eight hour diiy could 
be established iu a day if wage earners 
would unite and make the demand. 
How? By ujiifictitiou. Let the proposi- 
tion be—eight hours a day oz- every in- 
dustry stand still; that this Just conces- 
sion must be made to labor not only foi 
its own good, but for the welfare of so- 
ciety, or ;v silence shall come profound 
aa reigns in buried Pompeii. 


"No mobs, no riots, no injunctions, 


no soldiers, simply silence, and from the 
hour of dawii before the smiliiiscliniued 
to his meridian throne the eight houi 
day would bo inaugurated."
